there was the same LaRue wanted 
here. Early Friday afternoon, Towle 
received a wire from the chief of 
police at Tampa, stating that the 
suspect had a scar at the right cor- 
ner of his mouth and tattooed fig- 
ures of women on both arms 
LaRue was captured at his home 
in St. Petersburg. Fla, Thursday 
night and was taken to Tampa for 
safekeeping 


Prepares Extradition. 


The county attorney said that 
the complaint against LaRue has 
been on file in Municipal court 
since May 1931. He said he would 
immediately prepare requisition pa- 
pers, in case the federal authorities 
are willing to release their prisoner 
to Nebraska. The 'hold" order was 
telegraphed by Towle to the U S 
marshal at Tampa 
LaRue is thought by Towle to 
have engineered the Lincoln bank 
robbery, the largest m American 
history. Several months ago, re- 
ports came to Towle that LaRue 
had been tailed- but verification of 
this could not be obtained. 
The Lancaster county attorney 
indicated he will not waive claim 
on LaRue unless the federal gov- 
ernment seeks to prosecute. "If the 
United States has a kidnaping or 
other good case against LaRue, 
their 
claim would naturally be 
superior to any we have here,' 
Towle commented. The county at- 
torney said he would strongly op- 
pose permitting LaRue to be taken 
to another state for trial on a less 
serious offense than bank robbery. 


Luikart Willing Testify. 


E. H. Luikart, superintendent of 
the state banking department, who 
was a vice-president of the Lincoln 
National bank when it was robbed 
and in the bank at the time of the 
robbery, said Eddie LaRue was one 
of the men he expected to be able 
to identify. 
He said if LaRue is the man he 
thought he was, he had abundant 
opportunity to observe his profile 
and never could mistake him. 
Chances of bringing LaRue to 
Lincoln are good, Towle believes, 
with the exception of a possible 
superior claim Blue Island, 111, au- 
thorities may have in connection 
with the kidnaping of James Hack- 
ett, a gambler.

Deduction for Bad Debts. 


Bad debts constitute a consider- 


able item in the returns of'many 
taxpayers and may be treated in 
one of two ways—either by deduc- 
tion from gross income in respect to 
debts ascertained to be worthless 
either in whole or in part or by de- 
duction of a reasonable addition to 
a reserve for bad debts. 
Tax- 


payers were given an adoption for 
1921 to select either of the two 
methods. The method used in the 
return for 1921 must be used in 
returns for subsequent years un- 
less permission is granted by the 
commissioner of internal revenue 
to change to the other method. Ap- 
plication to change must bs made 
at least thirty days prior to the 
close of the taxable year for which 
the change is to be effective. How- 
ever, a taxpayer filing a first re- 
turn in 1933 may select either of 
the two methods, subject to the ap- 
proval of the commissioner upon 
examination at the return. Per- 
mission to adopt the reserve meth- 
od is limited to taxpayers having 
a large number of accounts where 
credit is extended over a consid- 
erable period of time. It is not 
granted for the purpose of hand- 
Ungone specific debt. 


What constitutes a -reasonable 
addition" to a reserve for bad 
debts must be determined in the 
light of the fact*, and will vary 
as between classes of business and 
with conditions of business pros- 
perity.

Chancellor E. A. Burnett ex- 
pressed greetings to the alumni and 
announced a $1,000 gift to the uni- 
versity from J. C. Seacrest.

Judge Wilson recalled how, in the 


early days, the University of Ne- 
braska subsisted on faith, hope and

each week. He told of the university 
ruling which prohibited the men 
from coming within one yard of 
any co-ed.

Faculty of Six. 


"When I began my studies In 
September of 1873," Judge Wilson 
said, "the entire faculty consisted 
of the chancellor and five profes- 
sors. Through the years the size and 
influence of the institution have 
grown until today there is not a 
state in the union but that has 
been enriched and benefited by it." 
He contrasted the growth of the 
University of Nebraska to that of 
the University of Geneva in Swit- 
zerland, where he was a delegate to 
a conference 25 years ago. The lat- 
ter institution, he said, had spent 
350 years in building up an enroll- 
ment of 1,000 students, while the 
University of Nebraska already an- 
nually enrolls 5,OQO persons.

braska, enunciated in an opinion 
released Friday, in which it is helc 
that Adams county is not entitle* 
to inheritance tax on the estate of 
John O'Connor. The conclusion is 
based on the old common law of 
England to the effect that such 
property reverts to the state when 
lawful heirs to the tenancy no 
longer exist. Adams county, by the 
terms of the opinion, will be re- 
quired to turn over to the state ol 
Nebraska about $4.000 which it had 
held out as inheritance tax on the 
estate so long in litigation. 
The O'Connor estate, which was 
escheated to the state after this lit- 
igation had failed .to reveal any 
lawful heirs, was valued at $65,866, 
and the claim of the county to 
$3,956 as inheritance tax was up- 
held by the District court. 
The high court, however, holds 
that what is commonly called own- 
ership of real estate is in fact, 
tenancy, whose continuance is de- 
pendent upon legally recognized 
right of tenure, transfer and suc- 
cession in use and occupancy. It is 
held that where there is a failure of 
heirs, the title to the real estate 
vests immediately in the state so 
that the state doesn't take the prop- 
erty as a successor under the laws 
of descent and distribution but as a 
reversioner. which makes the prop- 
erty not subject to an inheritance 
tax. 
Bank Loses Case. 


The court reversed a Lancaster 
county case In which the Nebraska 
State bank had been allowed to off- 
set $9,745 deposited by the Lincoln 
Box and Manufacturing company 
from sale, of its property before be- 
coming bankrupt, against a $16,250 
note. The high court holds the off- 
set would permit the bank to obtain 
about 70 per cent from the company 
while other creditors would get only 
about 40 per cent.

EARLY WARMTH 
MENACES WHEAT 


Jones Says Crop Turning: 


Green and New Cold 
May Cause Damage. 


Premature greening of winter 


wheat during the abnormally warm 
weather in Nebraska is causing 
alarm over possibility of damage if 
sudden freezes occur before spring 
E. V. Jones, assistant state and fed- 
eral crops statistician, revealed Fri- 
day. 
Insufficient moisture is. also 
causing worry, he. feported. 
He said the situation is similar to 
the condition two years ago when a 
30 per cent abandonment of winter 
wheat acreage was caused by pre- 
mature warmth, followed by cold. 
Jones bases his warning on ob- 
servations made in 
southeastern 
and east-central counties during 
trips in connection with the com- 
hog reduction program. 
<rFollowing several days of un- 
usually warm weather, the crop, al 
least in the extreme eastern part ol 
the state is starting its spring 
growth, and if this continues the 
crop win lose much of its winter 
hardiness," Jones declared. "With 
the crop turning green, and winter 
hardiness lost, any extremely low 
temperatures which might prevail 
later in the season would be very 
likely to cause injury. 
"The present moisture condition 
is unfavorable. With the exception 
of December, the average precipi- 
tation over the state has been much 
below 
normal 
for 
nearly 
five 
months. Moisture conditions at the 
time the wheat was sown were very 
good but very drying weather was 
experienced during the months of 
October and November, which took 
a heavy toll on the reserve supply. 
"December precipitation was suf- 
ficient to be of material benefit. 
Since the first of January, however, 
precipitation has been extremely 
short and drying weather has pre- 
vailed during most of the six weeks 
since that date. Temperatures have 
averaged much above normal with 
much windy weather and several 
days of extremely high winds pre- 
vailed, which drifted soil badly.

Elaborate Preparations For Arbor 
Day Observance All Over Nebraska 


NEBRASKA CITY, Neb., Feb. 16 


—(/*>)—Nebraska will observe the 
sixty-second anniversary of Arbor 
Day, 
April 23, with a statewide 


campaign centering here and call- 
ing for the planting of a tree for 
every stump. Approximately 300 
cities and towns will join in the 
statewide observance of the holiday 
Nebraska contributed to the nation, 
and plans call for the planting of 
more than a million trees in the 
state on that day. 
The American Legion is sponsor- 


ing the campaign and U co-oper- 
ating with civic and service organi- 
zations in the big program which 
has been outlined. More than 250 
Nebraskans are serving on commit- 
tees appointed to assure proper ob- 
servance of the holiday. 


Many Trees Felled. 


Golden P. Kratr, legion depart- 
ment commander, in a bulletin to 
the posts said there is urgent need 
at this time for planting of trees 
on a large scale to repair damage 
caused by wholesale destruction of 
Nebraska trees for firewood pur- 
poses during the depression. 
"Plant a tree for every stump,1' 
is the slogan the legion has adopted 
to call attention to the nationwide 
observance of Arbor Day. 


One million trees were planted in 
Nebraska on the first Arbor day in 
1872 and Kratz hopes the campaign 
this year will exceed the record set 
by the pioneers. 
The late J. Sterling Morton of 


Nebraska City, a former U. S. sec- 
retary of agriculture, was the orig- 
inator of Arbor Day, which now is 
observed throughout the country. 
The statewide celebration will cen- 
ter at Morton's old home, Arbor 
Lodge, here. Arbor Lodge was do- 
nated by Morton's heirs to the state 
of Nebraska after his death and it 
is one of the state's most beautiful 
and historically interesting spots. 


Proposes For Future. 
Morton once wrote, "Other holi- 


days repose in the past, Arbor Day 
proposes for the future." 
The legion estimates that during 
recent years, six million Nebraska 
trees have been felled. 
The holiday usually is observed 
on the anniversary of Morton's 
birth, April 22, but as this date 
falls on Sunday, the state will ob- 
serve the day on Monday. Gov.

OF FRATERNITIES 


N.U. Regents Authorize 


Supervisory Body To 


Rule Finances. 


Approval of an alumni interfra- 


ternity board of control was given 
bv the University of Nebraska board 
of regents lat« Thursday afternoon. 
The regents recognized the present 
interfraternity alumni council as an 
official body and se» up regulations 
under which the board of control 
is to be constituted. 


The plan is the culmination of 


a campaign by Dean T J Thomp- 
son to relieve financial distress of 
fraterniti-»s and to prevent the clos- 
ing up of any of the organized 
Greek houses 
The board, as set 
up by the regents will have com- 
pete power over all fraternities. 


Third In "Bad Shape." 


Claude S Wilson, head of the 
delegation which drew up tne plan 
and oresented it to the regents, 
declared that a recent financial sur- 
vey showed that one-third of the 
fraternities were in "bad shape " 
"If we don't do somthmg to clean 
up the situation as creditors are de- 
manding " Mr. Wilson said, "the 
^fcditors will" 
The regents delegated to the board 


of control the power to discipline 
chapters and their membership by 
suspending social, rushing, pledging, 
initiating or anv other privileges for 
any period of tiine that is necessary. 
In extreme cases, the board may 
close houses 
The decisions of the 
board are to be final but the regents 
retained the power to review any 
decisions. Power of investigation is 
also vested in the board or control. 
The council is to be composed of 
one alumnus from each Iratermty. 
He will be selected by his own chap- 
ter at the first February meeting 
each even year and mus* be at 
least 2S years old. If a fraternity 
fails to nominate a representative, 
then the university senate commit- 
tee may appoint an alumnus of 
that fraternity to fill the vacancy.

Secrecy Masks Arrest. 
TAMPA, Fla., Feb. 18—{/P)—Be- 
hind an impenetrable screen of sec- 
recy, federal agents questioned to- 
day a man described as having 
borne the same name as a .fugitive 
wanted in a major kidnaping and 
the greatest bank robbery of all 
time. 
The prisoner, rushed here yes- 
terday from St. Petersburg, Fla., 
under machine gun guard, was de- 
scribed as Leonard E. Foley, alias 
Eddie Doll, alias Eddie LaRue, 
wanted in Chicago for "violating 
the federal auto tneft act." A wo- 
man seized with him and also un- 
der questioning was described as his 
wife, Doris Foley. 
The authorities were tight-lipped 
as to whetner tne man is the Eddie 
LaRue wanted in Lincoln, Neb., in 
the $2,500,000 looting of the Lincoln 
National bank in 1930. 
Wanted For Kidnaping. 
An Edffle LaRue is wanted in Illi- 
nois also for questioning in the kid- 
naping of James Hackett, Blue 
Island, 111., gambler who bought his 
freedom in 1932 by paying a $75,000 
ransom. 
The arrests came at a time when 
the government, with Attorney Gen- 
eral Cummings in command, was 
spurring its efforts to smash the 
underworld. Raids have been con- 
ducted in the past few days, it was 
said, at widely scattered 
points, 
such as Portland, Me., New York, 
New Jersey and Delaware. 
The man and woman, arrested In 
St. Petersburg Wednesday, where 
they nad lived since January l, 
were questioned there while being 
held in jail.

AIR MAIL SCRAP 
FAR FROM OVER 


IN WASHINGTON 


Aviation 'Bounty* t o 


Build Up Aerial De- 


fenses Considered. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16—(AP)—A 
direct federal "bounty" for aviation, 
replacing scrapped air mall con- 
tracts, received strong administra- 
tion vhought today 
An idea behind such an undis- 
guised bounty would be to build up 
stronger aerial defenses in case of 
war. 


Another disclosure today was that 
Comptroller General J. R McCarl, 
watchdog of federal expenditures, is 
shaping a stop-gap against excessive 
profits on army-navy, airplane con- 
tracts. This move is at congres- 
sional request. 
Whatevr- the new federal plans, 


it appeared that the ah- mail scrap 
is far from over. 
Walter F. Brown, Hoover post- 
master general, said that charges of 
conspiracy and' "illegal" acts by his 
administration, as put forward by 
his predecessor, were completely 
lacking in "justification." 


Brown to Testify Monday. 


Waiving immunity, Brown ar- 


ranged to tell the senate air mail 
investigating committee on Monday 
his version of the tangle. 
Air mail contract holder protests 
continued to arrive. One company 
official asserted Postmaster General 
Farley himself had "been misled in 
this air mail matter." 


The justice and postoffics depart- 
ments prepared to fight in a New 
York Federal court today a restrain- 
ing order against the contract can- 
cellation and army mail flying. 


The "bounty" plan under consid- 
eration by presidential aides was 
described -authoritatively as similar 
in a way to the European system. 
It carries some resemblance, also, 
to President Roosevelt's plan for 
aiding ocean carriers. 


Steamship Subsidy. 


Mr. Roosevelt's steamship system, 
in short, would call a subsidy a sub- 
sidy and not an ocean mail con- 
tract. 


Two main alternatives are being 
considered for carrying'the air mail. 
(If has been stated officially that 
the army would not fly it for long.) 
1. The government could devise 
some other plan for federal opera- 
tion, a system considered highly 
Improbable. 
2. The mail could be carried for 
direct hire, on something close to 
a poundage basis. 


Lindy Mentioned, Again. 
Reports here that the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific rail- 
wayse were negotiating for the pur- 
chase of Northwest Airways caused 
officials to recall that under such 
a purchase the ban could be lifted 
to permit that outfit to 
bid for 
mail flying. 
The name of Col. Charles 
A. 
Lindbergh continued to enter into 
the row over air mail. Brown, in a 
statement in New York, said in 
connection with Lindbergh's white 
house-criticized message to 
the 
president: 
"Colonel Lindbergh knows more 
than any other person outside of 
the postoffice personnel about de- 
tails of air mail operation and the 
efforts of the postoffice department 
during the period of my service to 
promote an economically independ- 
ent aviation industry."

Two years 
ago the present title was acquired 
as part of an amendment of the 
articles of incorporation, under 
which the company was reorgan- 
ized as a life insurance company. 
The Indemnity Company of Ameri- 
ca, organized in 1912, has at all 
times been an automobile insur- 
ance company. 


The examination made by the 
insurance department of the life 
company showed a deficit of $152 - 
017 on December 15, 1933. The de- 
partment's examination of the in- 
demnity company on Jan. 31, 1933 
showed a deficit of $6,432 besides

Interested in an address delivered by Philip D. Adler, 
publisher of the Kewanee, 111., Star-Courier, at the 
seventeenth annual Finkbine dinner at the Univer- 
sity of Iowa in Iowa City.

Unless our next generation interests itself in govern- 
ment, there will be no government to interest the 
new generation. 


"Business, no less than government, needs a re- 


formation. 
Developments this past year in Wash- 


ington have revealed an appalling lack of common 
honesty in high places. The Wiggins, the Mitchells, 
and the Insulls are gone, but American business has 
not yet scrapped all of its false gods. It will be a 
far more difficult undertaking to blast 
these re- 


spected racketeers out of Big Business than to drive 
the money changers out of the temple. It's a job 


- which Is altogether too much for one president or 


one party. It should be a goal for your generation. 
The disclosures of the depression have pointed plain- 
ly to the demand for new man power in business and 
banking—men who were in no way connected with 
the crisis of 1929. Business today looks toward 
younger men in every field to redeem it from the 
pitfalls of the past. If we achieve less under your 
stewardship than we did under the old regime, let it 
be said that it was achieved honestly and without 
subterfuge." 
. That is a challenge to the inherent 
goodness of 


men. 
It appeals particularly to young men—those 


just entering upon the responsibilities of life—be- 
cause they come forward cleanly, wholesomely, and 
without the blight of disillusionment and cynicism. 
It has not been their experience to come in contact 
with those currents which sometimes lead their eld- 
ers to lose hope of and faith in people. For the 
foundation stone of virile democracy is an intense 
devotion to its principles, and an unshakable faith 
that people have the capacity to govern themselves 
efficiently and intelligently.

BE CHARITABLE, BROTHER CRAMB. 


newspaper confesses to a feeling of pained 


surprise that W. P. Cramb of Pairbury, who is 


one of Nebraska's veteran publishers, should pick 
out a typographical error which appeared in its col- 
umns and make it the text for a "subscriber letter" 
chiding the editorial department for its supposed 
ignorance in getting Solomon mixed up with the 
ancient Greeks. 


The charge is indignantly repudiated and flung 


back in his face. Hasn't Mr. Cramb ever heard of 
Solon, the great Greek lawgiver, whose name is used 
nowadays as a symbolistic appellation of legislators 
in general? And doesn't it occur to him that the 
inadvertent addition of two letters 
by a 
careless 


printer would transform "Solon" into "Solomon"? 


Surely. Mr. Cramb has had sufficient experience in 


the business of getting out a newspaper to appre- 
ciate the humorous, sometimes almost tragic, effects 
of errors made in the composing room, for which the 
editors are in no wise to blame. Every publication 
in the land, from the great metropolitan dailies and 
national periodicals down to the tiniest local sheet 
printed on a Washington hand press, is subject to 
these inaccuracies. 


One prominent weekly devotes a special column 


each week, under the heading of "Slips that pass in 
the night," to the reproduction of such misprinted 
items calculated to make the reader laugh. So why 
should Cramb pick on us. 


It is a safe guess that if he will get out the files 


of his own paper and go over them he will find 
plenty of similar "breaks," some of which, no doubt, 
caused him plenty of trouble when they occurred. 


As further evidence of our own guiltlessness in the 


matter, permit us to call attention to the fact that 
right under Cramb's criticism of the supposed mis- 
take in reference to Solomon, was a little poem con- 
tributed to The Star by another subscriber, in which 
the designation of "Jimmy Wren" appeared when it 
should, of course, have been "Jenny Wren." Surely, 
he won't blame that on the editor. 


NEBRASKA AIR LINES. 


'W'O REFER to the scheme of Dr. W. W. Arra- 
* 
smith of Grand Island for gridironing Nebras- 


ka with airlines as "ambitious," is to put it mildly. 
It's all of that. In fact it might be called extrava- 
gant, or even visionary. 
Of course the doctor would 


expect the federal government to furnish the capi- 
tal for the various projects which he envisions, but 
recent developments would indicate that Washing- 
ton will know pretty well what it is doing before 
it capitalizes any additional lines. And M a matter 
of fact some of those now operating may go out of 
business. 


It is all very well to use CWA money for the pur- 


pose of creating or rehabiliating landing fields, as 
is being done in many Nebraska towns; but as to 
establishing and maintaining air lines, that's dif- 
ferent again. Obviously the government, at the nec- 
essarily high cost, isn't going to fly mail on the 
branch lines and star routes suggested by Dr. Arra- 
smith; and if the government doesn't do it, who will? 


Certainly private capital is not going to establish 


regular service between the towns mentioned by the 
doctor, for the simple reason that the enterprises 
could in but few cases be made to pay. Travel by 
plane is in almost all cases long distance travel. As 
time goes on there is certain to be more and more 
air travel, even for the shorter hops, but new line* 
will be established and maintained only a* there Is 
demand for them. 


The managers of some of the lines which have 


had their mail contracts cancelled say that they will 
be compelled to abandon them, it being impossible to 
operate without the subsidies they have been receiv- 
ing. And the planes of these companies carry many 
long distance passengers. Under the circumstances 
it is obvious that locals could not exist. 


In the future, when landing fields are to be found 


alomst everywhere, it is quite probable that many 
lines will be put into operation, and it is quite cer- 
tain that many of them will be later abandoned. 
When bus transportation was in its Infancy many 
men or corporations embarked in the business, only 
to get out of it later, finding that the traffic on the 
routes over which they were operating would not pay 
a profit. Others have continued and are mating 
money. It will be the same with ah- transportation. 


THE KANSAS MORATORIUM. 


EFORE a group of Lancaster county 
farmers 


» recently, Harold Porterfield, secretary to Gov- 


ernor Bryan, said that the failure of creditors and 
debtors to come together under the provisions of the 
conciliatory plan of readjusting farm indebtedness 
was postponing merely "the evil day." 


Governor Landon of Kansas, looking ahead to 


March 4 next, when the Kansas moratorium law ex- 
pires, recognizes the fact. He has sent letters out 
to members of the Kansas legislature inquiring as 
to the advisability of re-enacting another moratori- 
um measure. Through executive order, he has ex- 
tended the Kansas moratorium six months beyond 
the time it was supposed to run and he feels he 
should not resort to such action again, especially In 
view of the act that several courts have ruled It un- 
constitutional. 


The situation is not peculiar to Kansas, but ex- 


tends to all states with moratorium legislation, the 
only difference .being that the Kansas act has run 
its course. What next? Shall it be extended an- 
other two years, and then at the end of that time 
still a second two years, or shall an effort be made 
to bring creditor and debtor together in the spirit 
of fairness. so they may settle their 
differences 


amicably, without the intervention of law? The an- 
swer Is so obvious it does not require putting it into 
words. 


AX OPEN WIN 1ER. 


fine spring days in February 
arouse a 


great deal of enthusiasm, but do not indicate 


the crop prospects in three of the most important 
wheat producing slates of the union. 


Through Kansas. Nebraska, and Missouri, there is 


the story of winter drouth. In eastern Nebraska, the 
Jacts are known to people living here. There have 
brm few winters with less moisture. In northern 
^Jissourt wells are going dry and In many counties, 
farmers are hauling water both for stock and for 
personal use. In western Kansas, until the recent 
snow storm, it was so dry that farmers were com- 
prlied t*> haul water. 


The fear of crop surplu«es may be mispjaoed. 
It 


is oTdfl-.rxtl now rather well in the winter wheat belt 
that the outlook for 1934 is none too flattering, and 
we may erase our worries about an over-abundant 
crop.

But the first 
travels on an intellectual, whsreas 
the second proceeds along a spirit- 
ual path. Philosophy is content with 
an interpretation of life. Religion 
does not cease its quest until it has 
brought man into personal contact 
with his maker. The spiritual re- 
actions we experience as a race test- 
ify to the indwelling of the living 
God in man. 


Their origin is not due to fear but 


to man's sense of his insufficiency 
and to his apprehension of a power, 
not himself, which always tends to- 
ward righteousness, peace and joy. 
He allies himself with the power as 
revealed in the Christ of God for 
the Christian and the benevolent 
Jehovah for the Jew.

Bat today 
when noises have increased, espec- 
ially those of traffic, it has become 
a real trouble for many of us. What 
can be done about it. 


ANSWER. 
Your grievance is aggravated by 


;he growth of years in you and of 
clamor and din in the towns and 
cities. Hotel rooms bordering on the 
streets of any community of five 
;housand and upward are very likel 
y to be sleep-destroying spots. The 
ill effects of this almost ceaseless 
.row afflict the weak and the strong, 
especially the former. 
Physicians 
have tabulated its causes and in- 
vestigated their detrimental conse- 
quences. Yet excessive noise persists 
in private and public places and it 
seems to be one of the penalties of 
progress. 


No* were the former times much 
Ktter than our own as regards con- 
'usion and racket. Perhaps you have 
seen Hogarth's prints of eighteenth 
century London or the series of en- 
gravings depicting its various street 
vendors and their penetrating cries. 


As for automobiles, if drivers do 


, not sound their horns they may be 
fined for their neglect and if they 
do the rest of us damn them. The 
nervous driver who is always b'.ow- 
ing. and that public nuisance wno 
signals his sweetheart from the curi; 
or his home at midnight because he 
is too lazy to get out of the car, 
are major social pests. Efforts have 
been made in New York City to re- 
duce both the number and the In- 
tensity of unnecessary noises, such 
as the use of open or defective ex- 
hausts on trucks, and especially on 
motorcycles, the screaming of brakes 
and the thudding machine-gun re- 
ports of defective truck tires. 
So 


far little good has been accom- 
plished, but if the movement were 
sustained by those who suffer like 
yourself these disturbances, includ- 
ing that of the raucous loud speak- 
er, might be materially reduced. 


The authorities of a British sea- 
side resort recently fined locomotive 
drivers who allowed their engines to 
belch out volumes of black smoKe 
within the city limits. Why not take 
up the pollution of the air by our 
volcanic factory chimneys and pow- 
erhouses? In numerous instances we 
do not 
require 
additional 
laws 
against noise and smoke, but more 
civic spirit to enforce those we al- 
ready have for the general good. 


If you want some literary inspira- 
tion toward action read Schopen- 
hauer's essay on noise and dig up 
some of Thomas Carlyle's comments 
on early morning roosters.

Decidedly not, nor could any self- 
respecting church have anything to 
do with so stupid an idea. I am not 
inclined to favor legal restrictions 
on the way in which the sacred day 
should be spent. St. Paul said, "Lee 
no man take you -to task in regard 
to eating or drinking or in the mat- 
ter of a festival, a new moon or a 
sabbath, which are the shadow of 
things to come, but the substance 
belongs to Christ." 
It is the office of the churches 
not only to regulate the behavior of 
their members but to protect their 
liberty as freemen of God and citi- 
ezns of a democracy. Rather than 
fall back in humiliating compromise 
on the policeman's club we should 
use moral suasion to show that the 
more Sunday is unlike other days 
the better it will minister to human 
welfare. As you know, many of the 
prohibitions imposed by law con- 
cerning the holy day are no longer 
regarded seriously. Why crown our 
impotence by trying to add to their 
number? 
Moreover, it is not true to say. as 


you do. that the churches have lost 
their hold on the masses of the peo- 
ple. 
The latest reliable statistics 
contradict that assertion and it is 
notable that hi critical moments 
the masses usually appeal to the 
churches and synagogues for help 
and guidance. There is a large ele- 
ment of inarticulate religion abroad 
in our land. It behooves us who love 
God's kingdom and the house of His 
jlory to seek out that religion, give 
t adequate expression, and induce it 
io invest in that splendid conserva- 
ior of spiritual values, the day of 
rest, of worship and of gladness.

Hydrogen is a constitutent of all 
acids and, therefore, by measuring 
the so-called hydrogen-ion content 
or concentration of the blood, we 
have an indication of its acidity. 


Normally 
the blood is almost 
completely neutral—neither acid nor 
alkaline. 
The 
hydrogen 
figure 


(called the Ph) is 7.4 to 7.6. When 
tnis changes to 73 it is an indica- 
tion that the blood is more acid 
than it should be. You can see, 
then, how easy it is to overthrow 
the balance. Our method of measur- 
ing the condition is very delicate, 
and it is simolicity itself to check 
those statements that such-and- 
such a condition causes the blood 
to become acid. 


Another method is the so-called 
carbon dioxide combining power ot 
the blood plasma, which depends 
upon the fact that in health the 
blood is able to neutralize 
itself 
with great ease. When this combin- 
ing power fails—and this can be 
measured exactly in figures —it 
means that acidosis is impending or 
present. 


There is no question that an acid 
condition of the blood can occur, 
but the people who talk about it 
should remember that even In the 
slightest degree it causes excption- 
»lly severe 
symptoms and unless 
checked results in death. 
There are several other 
methods 


of examining the blood for its chem- 
ical constituents besides those wtiich 
we have mentioned this week, but 
most ot them are of only technical 
interest. It is possible, for instance, 
to determine the exact concentra- 
tion of bOe in the blood in cases of 
suspected or actual jaundice. The 
fat content of the 
blood can be 
measured. As interesting as all these 
things are from a theoretical stand- 
point as revealing the changes in 
the functions of the body in nealUi 
and disease, they arc of far less 
practical value. 


What we would like to be able to 
determine is what we can't deter- 
mine: that is, the amount of the 
secretions of various glands in tne 
blood—the amount of thyroid sec- 
retion or pituitary secreUon—and 
other subtler things which probably 
influence far more than such things 
as acidity, against which the body 
ran protect itself very well, and the 
range of Its variations which swing ' 
within very narrow limits.

Economists Say Burden 


Being Shifted As 


Prices Rise. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15— (AP)— 


A partial answer to the frequently- 
asked question "who pays the pro- 
cessing taxes" is being given by 
farm 
administration 
economists 


after recent studies of the problem. 


During periods of low market 


prices, with a heavy volume of raw 
goods coming on the market, it is 
possible that the tax Is taken in 
part from prices paid to producers, 
officials maintain. 


Conversely, with prices rising and 


a declining volume of raw products, 
they believe, less of the tax is taken 
out of the price paid to farmers. 


HOES An Example. 


gpVUsing hogs as an example, on 


which the processing tax was in- 
creased by 50 cents on February 1, 
authorities declare their theory ha 3 
been partially proven. 
Live hog 


prices, they point out, continued to 
increase despite the rise in the -pro- 
cessing tax 


On November 1, the price of 180- 


200 pound hogs was $4.12. From 
then on, due partially to somewhat 
heavier receipts than normal, the 
price slipped to $3.18 on December 
19 


During January, receipts at feder- 


ally inspected plants reached a peak 
of about 5,000,000 hogs, the heaviest 
in many years. 
And during the 


month purchases of pork by the 
federal government for relief needs 
averaged from 20,000 to 23,000 head 
per day, plus about 10,000,000 pounds 
of lard and 7,500,000 pounds of cured 
pork. 


By February 1 the price of 180- 


200 pound hogs had climbed to 
$3.92; the government had increased 
its relief purchases by 10,000 head 
a day, and receipts began to fall 
off. 
Prices Rise. 
As a result, the price of this 
grade reached $4.78 on February 8. 
Prices of other classes have not 
risen so rapidly, however. 
During the period from Decem- 
ber 19 to February 8 the price of 
hog products derived from 100 
pounds of live hogs increased from 
$5 to $6.50, while the processing tax 
has increased by 50 cents. 
Thus, officials point out, the in- 


crease in the tax as well as a larger 
portion of the original tax was 
either taken out of the 
packers' 
margin or was passed along to con- 
sumers Instead of being deducted 
from the pnc"e paid to livestock pro- 
ducers. 
The economists also note declin- 
ing receipts since February 1. This 
is attributable, they declare, par- 
tially to the removal of 6.000,000 
pigs and sows from the visible sup- 
ply in the emergency pig-buying 
campaign of last fall, which is the 
first evidence of the effect of that 
move; partly to adverse weather 
conditions, and partly to a holding- 
back of hogs by producers with the 
expectation of the rise in market 
prices.

Industry An Example. 


Continuing scientific efforts to 


improve agriculture also are justi- 
fied by the example of industry, the 
secretary said.

ried on in private laboratories and 
plants, aiming at better, products. 


In agriculture, however, there is 
little or no possiblity for private re- 
search on a large scale, and there- 
fore new knowledge must be gained 
by federal and state research agen- 
cies if progress is to be made.

Sharp 
increases 
in 
butterfat 
prices during the past two weeks 
have been largely a result of a de- 
crease 
in 
production, 
E. 
C. 
Scheidenhelm. extension dairyman 
at the Nebraska agricultural col- 
lege, said in his monthly dairy re- 
port issued Friday. Nebraska cows 
on test showed a lowered produc- 
tion for the month. 
Dairy animals in Nebraska aver- 


aged 28.5 pounds fat during the 
month. This was a decrease of 2 1 
per cent under December and 6.8 
per cent under the corresponding 
time a year ago. Culling in dairy 
herd improvement association cir- 
cles showed a decided increase for 
the month. 


"Dairymen had to get rid of their 
marginal cows due to the marked 
increase in the price of grains," 
Scheidenhelm 
said. "Some 
cows 


which were profitable last winter 
are big money losers this season. 
January culling was the highest re- 
ported since April, 1933." 


High grain prices and low but- 
tertat prices during the fore part 
of the last period also caused more 
cows to be on test than a year ago. 
Figures show an increase of 85 per 
cent. During the next few months 
another increase 
in number of 
herds on test is expected. 


Madison-Cuming-Wayne led the 
state associations in butterfat pro- 
duction in January with an average 
of 33.1 pounds on 228 cows. Earl 
Bottler is the tester. The Com- 
huskei* 
association 
was 
second, 
Hamilton-Hall-Memck third and 
Seward-York-Polk fourth. Joe Shalla 
of Odell, an outstanding dairyman, 
had the high herd in the five to 
fifteen class, while in the 16 cows 
or more division, Donald Haggart of 
Grand Island was first. Fred Leibers 
of Bennet. member of the Corn- 
husker association, owned the high- 
est butterfat producing cow m Ne- 
braska for the month. A Holsteln, 
she produced 105.9 pounds butter- 
fat. 
Grass Seed Demand 


Is Up; Supply Down 


Commercial 
supplies 
of many 
grass and clover seeds for 1934 are 
the smallest in a number of years 
and at the same time a large in- 
crease in demand for the seeds is 
reported, according to the bureau of 
agricultural economics 


The increased demand is attribut- 


ed to the tendency of farmers to 
seed down land taken out of culti- 
vation and to an extensive use of 
grass and clover seeds by the forest 
and soil erosion services of the de- 
partment of agriculture.

The extremely unfav- 
orable conditions of last season re- 
sulted in considerable sterility in 
oats and barley and farmers using 
such seed should ascertain to what 
extent it will grow." 


From past experience Nebraska 
farmers know that the early ripen- 
ing varieties 
of all 
small grain 


crops are generally more produc- 
tive than the mid-season or late 
varieties since they usually evade 
the less favorable weather condi- 
tions In June and July. Tests at 
the agricultural college experiment 
station extending over a 24-year 
penod show 
the 
early varieties 


yielded 15 per cent more than late 
ones. 


Kherson and Hurt oats, Ander- 


son recommends as the best suited

Nebraska 
conditions.

Kherson was originally developed 
from Russia

To Twin Spans Site 


City engineers Friday 
started 


marking the lines for the new righ- 
of-way of Sheridan boulevard as it 
will be when the new bridges across 
the Rock Island tracks near Thirty- 
third street are built. Re-location of 
the spans about 400 feet-north of 
the present site depends upon the 
willingness of interested property 
owners to co-operate with the city 
in acquiring the new route, E. M. 
Bair, head of the street department, 
told the council, at an informal 
conference. 
The council set In motion a pro- 
gram looking to the abandonment 
by the Lincoln Traction Co. of its 
trolley line from Seventeenth and 
South streets to College View, and 
substitution of busses. 


If the traction company will agree 
to the abandonment. D. L. Erickson, 
city engineer, said, the rails, trolley 
poles and wire can be removed as 
a CWA project, making the boule- 
vard one of the finest thoroughfares 
in the city. Lack of funds for the 
purchase of materials is the only 
obstacle to the plan, seen by E. M. 
Bah-. 
He proposed, however, that 


the city borrow $30,000 from the 
municipal gasoline surplus of ap- 
proximately $40,000. 
The city could borrow the money, 


Bair said, and pay it back out of 
future appropriations. "Thirty thou- 
sand dollars will not be a cent too 
much if we are .to continue employ- 
ing CWA workers." 
City Engineer Erickson said there 
still is $25,000 of the original allot- 
ment that can be spent for CWA 
labor.

WEEKJS URGED 


Secretary Perkins Says 


Needed for Balance 
Between Workers. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 16 — (/P> — 


Secretary Perkiny told the house la- 
bor committee today a shorter work 
week "is essential for our civiliza- 
tion and for maintaining a balance 
between industrial workers and ag- 
ricultural workers." 
She added that very stronc ad- 


ministration of shorter hour legis- 
lation should be provided, based on 
the principle of co-operation be- 
tween the federal government and 
the states. 


At least 2.500.000 or 2.750.000 per- 
sons have been put back to work as 
a result of the codes and re-em- 
ployment agreements, she testified, 
explaining this was a most conser- 
vative estimate and did not include 
CWA and other public re-employ- 
ment. 
"The indirect result of their em- 


ployment should produce a 
more 


far-reaching effect in stimulating 
private 
industry 
through 
their 


spending," she said. 


"My own instinct at this mo- 


ment," she added, "is to permit the 
NRA codes to go on on their experi- 
mental basis . . . rather than stip- 
ulating the 30-hour week must oe 
observed. There are perhaps some 
industries in some areas where 
there still may be some labor 
shortage."

A boy, 14 years of age, committed 
suicide because

not g r a d u a t e 
with his class. 
The lad f e l t 
a l o n e In this 
hazy, mysterious 
world that Is the 
w o r l d of the 
adolescent boy. 
Teachers, p a r- 
ents and pupils 
not only of this 
particular school 
In which this 
lad was a pupil 
but throughout 
the city were 
saddened be- 
cause of this untimely death. It en- 
lightened many of us to the fact of 
the seriousness of disappointment in 
the life of youth. 
The life of the school teacher Is 
a hard one, indeed But the life or 
the boy and the girl in school is 
1, also. My grandmother used to 
me, "Child, when you have 
"finished school, you will wish, many 
a time, that you were back in the 
school room. Your1 best days are 
your school days." But grandmother 
was mistaken. For never once have 
I wished to go back to the baneful 
mathematics that I could not mas- 
ter. For generations on the paternal 
side of my family, there have been 
teachers, all kinds of teachers, and. 
by the psychology measure of my 
mental make-up, I too, should have 
been a teacher but lor my inability 
to master mathematics. Had the 
professors not closed their eyes to 
my weakness, the opportunity to 
study journalism would have been 
denied me. I reverence those under- 
standing teachers of mine. 
In my office today I must do 
some book-keeping and I know my 
inches and my ems. I can measure 
a line o' type, but I can write a 
column almost as quickly.

The muffler, which was about 
42 inches long (not including fringe) 
was very soft and elastic. This was 
cut in three equal parts after fringe 
had been trimmed away.

A yoke, having elbow seeves 
was made from the green and red 
yam and overcast to the brown 
sweater with a seam in the middle 
of the back and on one side of the 
front. This sweater measures about 
46 inches bust, although the person 
who wears it requires only a 38.

cut In halves, two large turnips 
quartered, three parsnips, five me 
alum carrots, halved, three larg 
potatoes, quartered, one-half head 
of cabbage, cut In eighths. Select a. 
good piece of beef and cover with 
four quarts of cold water. Bring 
the water to a boll and then dis 
card it. Cover the meat again with 
four more quarts of water and le 
simmer until tender. Remove the 
meat and, if the liquid is too salty 
pour off part of it and add suffi 
cient fresh water to make at leas 
three pints of well flavored broth 
Add the vegetables to the broth in 
this order: First the onions, then 
twenty minutes later, the turnips 
parsnips, carrots and potatoes. Fjf- 
ceen minutes before these vegeta- 
bles are done, add cabbage, which 
has been cleaned and cut in sec- 
tions, serve the boiled dinner on a 
large platter, with meat in the 
center and the vegetables, drained 
and arranged around it. With the 
boiled dinner serve some kind of 
bread, such as corn bread or muf- 
fins and a dessert which might be 
hot gingerbread with cream cheese 
date and nut filling.—MRS. MARIE

Cut the top from a grapefruit 
remove all pulp and juice and dis- 
card membranes. Put pieces of pee; 
in sauce pan, cover with cold wa- 
ter, bring to boiling point and bol 
twenty minutes. Drain and repeat 
twice. Mix in the top of a double 
boiler three cups sugar and one and 
one-half cups water. Bring to boil- 
ing point, add grapefruit peel and 
cook gently to about 220 degrees or 
to a very heavy syrup. Drain grape- 
fruit and cover with granulated 
sugar inside and out. Dip a candied 
cherry in syrup cooked until it al- 
most discolors and attach to the 
grapefruit coyer tot a knob. Pill the 
grapefruit with salted walnuts and 
candied fruits or candled grapefruit 
strips Add one-half cup water tc 
the syrup and use to candy the peel 
of another grapefruit, cut in very 
narrow strips and prepared as 
above. The candied skins may be 
covered with syrup and left for 
weeks to be sugared as desired —

distributed in 1933 totalled 2,978,058, 
considerably below the 3,021,550 fish 
produced in state hatcheries or ob- 
tained from sandhill lakes and dis- 
tributed in 1932.

In the Doumergue government's 
first encounter with parliament it

This, it was recalled today, was a 


bigger margin than was accorded 
the beloved Raymond Poincare, "the 
saviour of the franc." in 1926.

gate whether Czechoslovakia had 
any connection with the socialist 
rebellion in Austria was seen in 
some circles here today.

PLAN APPROVED 


Organization of Chain to 


Finance Little Indus- 


tries Planned. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. IS—(/P)—A 


radically different banking order

The plan means shifting a load

Bank Plan Framed. 


Proceeding on the belief that a 
responsive market for capital funds 
is an absolute essential to recovery, 
the reserve board has framed a 
plan for organizing banks designed 
to ease funds for heavy industries 
in re-employing men. 
These banks would be somewnat 
analogous to the intermediate cred- 
it banks that lend to farmers' co- 
operatives.

lars and 4,000 regular troops, a to- 
tal of at least 19.000. 
Against them was a population 
which voted at the last election 
seven hundred thousand ballots for 
the socialists. *

Lincoln'* first trolley line was 
built from Twelfth and O streets, 
to Belmont and a military academy 
still farther north, known as Wortn- 
Ington Military academy. A branch 
line was built to West Lincoln from 
Twelfth street, skirting the south 
edge of Belmont. Mr. Wayne op- 
erated one of the first cars to go 
over the line. This was in the fiul 
of 1890. 


On July 13. 1891 another line ww 


opened on Tenth' street south from 
O, following by only a few days the 
opening of the first electric line on 
O- street, June 13, 1891. The O 
street line wax from the Burlington 
depot east on P street to Ninth, 
south to O, east to Twenty-seventh 
and north to Y. 
From the day he first stepped 
on a trolley car to work, Mr. Wayne 
has virtually lived under a network 
of trolley wires. Imagine his sur- 
prise then when he returned only 
a few days ago from a long visit 
to California to find that every ves- 
tige of a trolley system had been 
removed from O street.
